(Currently amended) A comput e r program product camera web service 
comprising stored on a computer usable medium having comput e r r e adabl e program 
cod e s e mbodi e d in the medium that whon installed in a wob servic e comput e r that is 
conn e ct e d to a computer having a browser that is linked to a digital camera with 
imaging data and a p e rsonal imaging r e pository having an imaging data store for 
storing th e imaging data and a composition stor e for storing imaging compositions 
with links to th e imaging data s e rvic e d as a singl e unit, th e product caus e s th e w e b 
s e rvic e comput e r to , the camera web service being configured to : 

send a camera content responsive to a request for web content from a browser; 

receive a request for selected imaging data from the brows e r camera content 
via a network communication ; 

request the selected imaging data from the a digital camera to which the 
camera web service is linked ; and[[J] 

transfer the selected imaging data from the digital camera to the camera 
content via a network .

24. (New) The method according to claim 18, wherein automatically 
saving the selected imaging data to the imaging data store comprises accessing a 
personal image repository of the client computer using an extension component of the 
browser that provides access to user information that associates the camera content 
with the personal imaging repository. 



25. (New) The method according to claim 18, further comprising: 
automatically creating an imaging composition that includes a link to the 

selected imaging data using the camera content. 

26. (New) The method according to claim 25, further comprising: 
storing the imaging composition in a composition store of the client computer 

using the camera content. 

27. (New) The method according to claim 26, further comprising: 

setting the imaging composition as a selected composition using the camera 
content. 

28. (New) A system for transferring selected imaging data from a digital 
camera to a personal imaging repository, said system comprising: 

a camera web service linked to a digital camera that comprises stored imaging 
data; and 

camera content comprised by the camera web service, the camera content 
being configured for transmission to a requesting browser operating on a client 
computer that communicates with the camera web service over a network, the camera 
content being configured for execution by the browser and, upon such execution, to 
retrieve imaging data stored on the digital camera, display the imaging data to the user 
within the browser, receive a user selection of imaging data, and responsive to the 
selection request the selected imaging data from the camera web service via a network 
communication. 
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29. (New) The system of claim 28, wherein the camera web service 
executes on a camera web server that is linked to the digital camera. 

30. (New) The system of claim 28, wherein the camera web service 
executes on the digital camera. 

31. (New) The system of claim 28, wherein the camera web service is 
configured to receive requests from the camera content for selected imaging data and, 
in response, request the selected imaging data from the digital camera. 

32. (New) The system of claim 31, wherein the camera web service is 
further configured to receive the selected imaging data from the digital camera and 
transfer the selected imaging data to the camera content via a network. 

33. (New) The system of claim 32, further comprising a personal imaging 
repository located on the client computer, and wherein the camera content is further 
configured to receive the selected imaging data and automatically store the selected 
imaging data in the personal imaging repository. 

34. (New) The system of claim 33, wherein personal imaging repository 
comprises an imaging data store in which the selected imaging data is stored. 

35. (New) The system of claim 33, wherein the camera content is further 
configured to automatically create an imaging composition including a link to the 
selected imaging data in the personal imaging repository. 
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36. (New) The system of claim 35, wherein personal imaging repository 
comprises a composition store in which the imaging composition is stored. 

37. (New) The system of claim 33, further comprising the browser and 
wherein the browser comprises an extension component that provides access to user 
information that associates the camera content with the personal imaging repository.
